Steelhead in the Arroyo Featured in New Exhibit and Book 

The fascinating story of steelhead in the Arroyo Seco is featured in a new book, "Against the Currents," 
published by the Aquarium of the Pacific in Long Beach. John G. Tomlinson, Jr., tells the story of 
Charles Holder of Valley Hunt Club fame and his depictions of this spectacular fish and how it used to 
frolic in the Arroyo Seco stream. 

Steelhead begin their lives as rainbow trout in the mountain watershed and then migrate to the ocean 
where they make the physical transformation into steelhead. Later they would return to their stream of 
origin to spawn and die. 

The Aquarium of the Pacific has also installed a permanent exhibit on the steelhead in Southern 
California as part of their watershed exhibit. 

There are still native rainbow trout in the mountain watershed of the Arroyo Seco. During flood events 
some of them reach the Pacific Ocean, but will they ever be able to return to spawn? The Arroyo Seco, 
as Holder and Tomlinson document, is the most likely stream to restore steelhead in the Los Angeles 
River system. 
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DamNation in Pasadena 

ASF joined with Patagonia Pasadena last month to host an outdoor screening of the brilliant 
documentary "DamNation," which tells the story of the plethora of dams that have been built across the 
US in the last century and of campaigns to remove the most destructive ones. The video was 
co-produced by Matt Stoecker, who surveyed the Arroyo Seco years ago exploring fish passage issues. 
Pasadena Mayor Bill Bogaard gave a stirring speech introducing the documentary, and ASF's Tim Brick 
focussed attention on our least favorite dam, Brown Canyon Dam, which blocks the Arroyo Seco stream 
3.2 miles into the Angeles National Forest.

Soccer Field, Bike & Pedestrian Space Key to Sixth Street Viaduct 

Design Connects and Engages Communities on Either Side of River and Sets the Stage for Future LA 
River Enhancements 


Councilmember Huizar, the Bureau of Engineering (Engineering) and the Department of Cultural Affairs 
(DCA) announced July 2nd that the planning and building of the City’s one-of-a-kind Sixth Street Viaduct 
is progressing substantially. 

Throughout the design process, Councilmember Huizar has pushed to make sure that the Sixth Street 
Viaduct Replacement project is not just a way a way to get from Point A to Point B but a Point C - a 
destination in and of itself. 

“While our first task is to build the bridge, we need to plan ahead on what kind of green, cultural and 
community spaces we’d like to see later and how it relates to the adjacent communities, bike paths and 
L.A. River,” said Councilmember Huizar. “Community engagement will continue to be key as we begin to 
realize these plans.” 

To this end, Councilmember Huizar announced a commitment to fund a soccer field on the Boyle 
Heights side of the river as part of the project. 

Officials also announced that locally-based, internationally known artist Glenn Kaino will design the 
project’s art element. Kaino is a strong choice for the project - his family lived for generations in Boyle 
Heights and he spent years working and living in the Arts District. Kaino understands the importance of 
the bridge to those two communities and our City. 

Councilmember Huizar is committed to a community process that allows Mr Kaino to gather input and 
insight from our stakeholders on both sides of the river as he begins his design process. 

Some of the new bridge’s most important features include improved pedestrian access, 60-foot arches 
at some points and 10-foot wide walkways, as well as bike lanes. A community briefing will be held as 
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soon as a full and comprehensive set of Viaduct renderings with the latest updates are completed, which 
Engineering estimates could be as early as August.

Leading the Fight to Increase Parkspace in City-L.A.’s policy stuck in the 1970s 

As an urban planner, Councilmember Huizar knows that access to quality parks and open space 
significantly enhances the quality of life for communities throughout the city. Parks provide recreation 
opportunities, community gathering space, greenery and access to nature, chance to work out and 
de-stress and more! It’s problematic that the City of L.A. is one of the most park-poor big cities in the 
nation. Councilmember Huizar has fought for numerous park improvements and new parks over the 
years. 

Recently, Councilmember Huizar has taken on the fight to overhaul the City’s park funding program, 
which has not been updated since the 1970s. 

Specifically, Councilmember Huizar has initiated a call to update the City’s Quimby Fees, which are 
levied on certain developments to pay for park and recreational resources. The revision of the park fee 
and land acquisition program will increase park space and equitable distribution of parks throughout the 
City.

Clean Communities Initative Makes Progress in CD14 

Launched in April, Councilmember Huizar’s Clean Communities Initiative fixes sidewalks, cleans alleys 
and parkways, plants and prunes trees and more to improve CD14’s public space 


Sidewalk Repair 
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A major component of the initiative is sidewalk repair, which is a major issue citywide. 

While the City of L.A. determines a citywide solution to our sidewalk problems, Councilmember Huizar 
could not wait and allocated $250,000 of CD14 discretionary funds for sidewalk repair. Since 
announcing the program in April, CD14 has received scores of requests for sidewalk repair. CD14 works 
with Street Services to investigate each location with the goal of repairing our District’s worst and most 
highly trafficked sidewalks. 

Some of the sidewalk locations fixed so far include Whittier and Soto in Boyle Heights, 1st St. between 
San Pedro and Los Angeles St. in Downtown, Eagle Rock Library, the Highland Park Senior Center and 
Guardia Park in El Sereno. 

Working on Solutions to long-term Sidewalk Repair 

While the Councilmember’s Clean Communities Initiative has allowed us to begin addressing the 
problem in CD14, a greater citywide solution is needed. Councilmember Huizar introduced a motion 
calling for additional personnel to expedite the city’s $27 million budgeted for sidewalk repairs. 
Specifically, it calls for additional city repair crews to meet demand. It also asks to look at the potential 
for "grinding" crews to do repair work in lieu of full sidewalk replacement. Grinding is a highly 
cost-effective and relatively quick method of sidewalk repair in which crews can shave off height 
differences of up to 3/4" to make the sidewalk flush. 

CD14 Clean Communities Crews Take on Bulky Item Pickup & Street Maintenance 


The Clean Communities Crews are essential parts of the initiative. While City departments from 
Sanitation to Street Services are swamped with constituent requests, the Clean Communities Crews 
allow CD14 staff to respond to cleanliness issues in our communities quickly and with greater flexibility. 


The crews take on tasks from weed wacking to bulky item pickup, helping to make our streets a better 
place to walk, bike, drive and live. If you see a crew in your neighborhood, be sure to say hello (and 
thank you). 


Tree planting & pruning 

Trees are an important component of a healthy street - they provide shade, clean the air, beautify the 
street, and bring greenery to the urban environment. 

CD14 teamed up with the Eagle Rock Neighborhood Council to plant 200 new trees in Northeast L.A. 
The city is about halfway through planting these new trees. Special thanks to Northeast Trees for 
maintaining the trees and Tree People for already mulching them. 
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Councilmember Huizar has also devoted time, attention, and money to ensure that tree trimming takes 
place in CD14. Several corridors have already benefited from this focus and CD14 will continue to push 
for proper, timely tree maintenance in our communities. 

Trash Cans: More of them and more efficient than ever! 

Councilmember Huizar has teamed up with several CD14 Neighborhood Councils to purchase over 100 
new city trash cans called Automated Litter Bins (ALBs) in locations designated by the community. ALBs 
are high-volume plastic containers fit for automated pickup. The new trash cans are expected to be 
installed this summer and will help keep our streets clean and user-friendly for pedestrians, shoppers, 
and diners. 


Councilmember Huizar Teams Up to Assist Homeless 

In Los Angeles, homeless services are overseen by the Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority, a 
joint agency of the City and County of Los Angeles. Effective services depends on a strong City-County 
partnership and a commitment to ongoing collaboration. Councilmember Huizar has actively sought this 
collaboration and is committed to working with City and County partners to make a real difference in the 
lives of Los Angeles’ homeless community. 

In the coming months, Councilmember Huizar will be partnering with City and County departments in 
Skid Row to identify and assist homeless individuals in need of housing, mental services and other 
services.

Councilmember Huizar also recently introduced legislation asking the City to make use of the newly 
developed Coordinated Entry System (CES), a system designed to allow service providers to match 
available services to a central database identifying the most vulnerable among the chronic homeless. 
The function of CES is to break down walls among service providers, update our use of technology, and 
be sure that we're better matching available services to those in need. Rather than service providers 
relying upon separate and sometimes redundant lists of homeless individuals, CES means we can 
deliver services more quickly and efficiently. This improved efficiency promised by CES can quite literally 
save lives. 


Huizar's Bringing Back Broadway Streetscape Re-Design Nears Completion 

Six years in the making, L.A.’s first large-scale Complete Streets projects is now underway with Phase I 
expected to be completed by end of August! 
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Summer has been good to Broadway! Councilmember Huizar is pleased to announce that completion of 
the Dress Rehearsal (Phase 1) of the Bringing Back Broadway Streetscape Plan is coming up, with the 
finish line in sight for the end of August. The reconfiguration removes traffic lanes to make way for plaza 
areas, helping return Broadway to a walkable destination in the heart of Downtown. 

Broadway businesses will be participating in an Adopt-A-Kit program to place tables, chairs and 
umbrellas in Broadway's new pedestrian spaces. Grand Central Market signed up right away!

Councilmember Steps Up Effort to Create & Protect Historic Zone in El Sereno 
Protections are necessary to preserve L.A.’s history and community identity for Berkshire area 


Councilmember Huizar introduced a motion in February for the Planning Department to initiate a Historic 
Preservation Overlay Zone in the Berkshire area of El Sereno. This area has some of the most beautiful 
craftsman bungalows that defines Southern California's spirit. 

Recent development interests in the area involving the potential demolition of a craftsman bungalow 
home have sparked the need to preserve the potentially historic structure ahead of implementation of 
the HPOZ. Councilmember Huizar introduced a motion in June to direct Planning, along with the City 
Attorney, to develop an interim control ordinance for this area in an effort to ensure the historic assets 
that remain are preserved, and that no features or structures that define the cultural legacy of that 
neighborhood are destroyed or altered while Planning undertakes the study requested in Huizar’s earlier 
motion.

Gallery doors will be open with new exhibitions, 
boutiques will have performances of varying kinds, and shops will offer sales, have special guests, and 
hands-on projects. 

Some of the highlights promised: 

Youth Boutique: Artists under the age of 18 will be selling handmade jewelry, textiles, drawings, and 
ceramics. 

City of Dreams: An interactive art installation allowing guests to envision South Pas 100 years in the 
future. 

The Ghost Mountain Experiment: A “the great lost episode" of California Gold, featuring Huell Howser, 
will screen at the South Pasadena Public Library Community Room at 1115 El Centro Street, 7 p.m. 

Imagine South Pas: A citywide project with pop-up sketchbook bar. This is an interactive event provided 
by Marie Switzer Miller, “Imaginatrix Extraordinaire.” 


Annika Buxman of De Milo Studio & Letterpress (1401 Mission St.) imports locally grown jute fiber from 
a fair trade co-op in Bangladesh, then uses the handmade marble papers for a variety of projects: easy 
to fold cover books, invitation “belly bands,” coasters, napkin rings, placemats, business cards, 
packaging and gift wrap, even gift certificates. 

In regard to Arts Crawl, Buxman tells us: “I’ll be doing a letterpress demo on a 120-year-old Chandler & 
Price foot treadle printing press. For the demo I’ll be printing Thank You and Happy Birthday cards on 
handmarbled paper made by fair trade artisans in Bangladesh. Also, selected handmarbled and 
handprinted sheets are on sale for $1 each.” 


South Pas Gallery (1121 Mission St.) will have the artwork from a juried show created by South 
Pasadena High School students. 

Fourteen-year-old Charlie Hickey, “picked to play by KCRQ’s own Anne Litt,” will perform at the Music 
Center and Conservatory. Kevin Bronson of Buzzbands.LA writes, “Charlie Hickey is 14 years old. I 
almost wish he’d waited until after I’d listened to his Odds EP to divulge that detail—I haven’t had a true 
‘holy crap’ moment recently—but odds are I’d have liked it without caveat, such are its craft and 
emotional clarity.” Hickey’s guitar and clear, strong vocals may be heard on his single Odds. 
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Redd Carter will be performing at Kidd’s Jewelry Heist at the Dinosaur Farm. He’s described as “a soul 
singer and songwriter stuck in the 1060s" with “warm harmonies underneath soulful melodies.”

Weekly describes Lisa Finnie as a “torchy enchanteuse who does it her way (meaning interesting, 
song-redefining arrangements, and atmospheric vocals).”

EAGLE ROCK — Jennifer Morgan, who along with her husband operated Colorado Wine Co., died this 
month after battling leukemia, according to a Facebook posting by the Women’s Twentieth Century 
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Club. Morgan, 44, and her husband, John Nugent, were also among the owners of Sunset Beer in Echo 
Park. Morgan leaves behind her husband and two school-age children. 


The Women’s Twentieth Century Club hosted a memorial service for Morgan on Wednesday. She died 
on July 11. 


Morgan and her husband were among a new generation of business owners who set up shop along 
Colorado Boulevard, Eagle Rock’s main commercial street. In 2012, the couple relocated their business 
a few blocks east. “It is only because of the support [of the community] that we felt secure doing this,” 
Morgan said in an interview with The Eastsider. “We just want to continue being worthy of their support.”

Join us in discovering the wondrous world of backyard bugs by starting our very own curiosity collection. 
Did you know there are over 500 species of bees in Los Angeles? 

Join Obscura Society LA, in partnership with the Center for the Arts Eagle Rock, for an evening of 
six-legged exploration. 

This two-part evening will begin with a lecture from Biodiversity Science: City and Nature (BioSCAN), 
the Natural History Museum’s research project exploring the insect biodiversity of Los Angeles. 
Entomologist, Lisa Gonzalez, will share recent discoveries of BioSCAN and introduce you to some of 
LA’s tiny charismatic creatures. 

Part two will bring you up close and personal with a few local bugs in a hands-on insect pinning 
workshop lead by Suzanne Berhow. Also known as “Mortemer," Suzanne is a youtube personality 
known for her roles on the youtube channels “Mortem3r” and “Game Grumps” as well as the show she 
co-hosts, “Table Flip”. She is a highly active member of the taxidermy world and known for her pinned 
insects. 

By the end of the evening, attendees will have gained: 

• Skills and techniques to mount insects through a hands-on workshop, mounting two or three insects 
(At least one will be a butterfly!) 

• New appreciation for insects, their diversity, and role in our community. 

• Tips and tricks to support native insects. 

This workshop will take place at the historic Carnegie-designed Eagle Rock Branch Library, inhabited by 
our partner for this event, the Center of the Arts Eagle Rock. Built nearly a century ago in 1915, this 
space is beautiful, open, and a great representative of the Mission Revival Style architecture found 
across Los Angeles. It was included on the National Register for Historic Places in 1987. 

For the past 16 years, the Center of the Arts Eagle Rock has generated innovative arts programming in 
Northeast Los Angeles. Their mission is to be innovative in providing multidisciplinary, arts-inclusive 
programming to the diverse communities of northeast Los Angeles and beyond. 

Notes for this adventure: 

- Everyone will leave with at least two of their very own mounted insects! 

- This is quite hands-on, so please be comfortable with handling specimens. 

- The space is historic and 99 years old, so we ask attendees to be respectful.
